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General Grant’s Next Battle,
Brom the N. Y. yibune,

The Government now employs ovar sixtesn
thousand oflice-holders fn collecting, acconut-
lng' and pl"lﬂ“ the revenus and wand“um
of some twenty-five thrunsand other officara,
and the interest en the public debt. The
temptations and opportunities for dishonesty
in &. branoh of the service exoesad those in
all the others combined. The majority of the
people believe, with good reason, that rotten-
ness and corrnption reek in the Departments
of Cnstoms and Internal Revenus, and that in
these flelds will lie President Grant's esrliest
and most urgent opportunities for reform. The
causes of this corruption are mauifold, At firat
we wers willing to assign a8 a leading one the
novelty of the internal revenne systsm. Dat
the internal revenne taxes have now beén
in operation long enongh for the modes of
prevention, as well as of stealing under it,
to be reduced to & system. If this has not
been doue it is due not to the movelty of the
gystem, but to the negligence of those who
administer it. The internal revenue system
was organized by the Hon. George 5. Bout-
well, as ohiaf of the burean, and most of the
obstacles arising from its novelty wera over-
come under his vigorons and eflicient admin-
istration. The administration of Andrew
Johngon has been one long effort to use the
appointments in the revenmne and cnstoms
gervioe as bribes to buy up supporters for his
political policies, This has n the main
cause of dishonesty in the collection of reve-
noes. For the moment it was nnderstood, as
it has now for three years been, that no offi-
oial, however honest, would be retained who
opposed the President’s  Reconstruction

olicies, nor, however corrupt, be removed if
ge nupporlo& them, it was public notice to all
to “‘steal all they counld, and stand by the
President.” Behind Commigsioner Rolling
and Becretary MoCnlloch there  haa
been for three years the marplot
hand of Andrew Johnson, interfering
with and overruling every eflort to secure
honesty; for it has been a vommon ooinoi-
dence that those who were most ready to agree
with the President, in order to keep oflice,
were most ready to sell the revenunes for their
private profit. It i3 impossible to kuow,
therefore, whether McCnloch and Rollins are
defloient in executive ability or not, since they
have had no opportunity to execute their own
policies, But the majority of the cnstoms
officers and internal revenne assessors, from
Maine to Oalifornia, being selected from those
who have gold their convictions to get offive,
have, with the same ease, prostituted their
official powers to get money., The difliculty ia
not, as the President uuntruly charges in his
megsage, that these officers collect the revenus
and do not pay it over. An ordinary mode of
swindling the Government is for the collector
to acoept, on his own account, a third
or fourth of the tax to which the
Government is entitled, and allow the
distiller or other tax-payer to escape the re-
mainder of the tax by a false return. Another
mode i3 to make seizures, and then elfect
compromises, in which a thousand dollars
paid to the collector or distriot attorney has
more influnence to settle the case than £20,000
paid as tax to the Governmen.. The whols
gystem of seizares by informers is of very
doubtiul expediency and economy. For the
informers, haviog as large pecuniary interest
in the transaction as the distillers. and con-
sisting often of men of at least no better
charaoter, go into the business as a specnla-
tion. They work every geizure as a placer
for plunder, not as cflicers in the interest of
the Government. They 50 often use corrupt
means to secure a profitable compromise, or
the oconviotion of some obstinate party who
refuses to compromise, that a pretended effort
to collect & tax becomes a criminal conspiracy
to defraud the tax-payer.

When the Governpent begins by bribing
and buying informers and witnasses, it ought
to remember that it will only seoure the ser-
vioes of its agents in case the criminals whom
they are prosecuting shall mot bid higher.
The moment their bribe covers the informer's
fees the case will be settled to snit them., The
whole system of giving informers a distribn-
tive share—a third or half of the property
geized—tends to endless corraption. Take
the Collector of the Port, for instance. He
receives a salary of #0400 to pay for his ser-
vices towards collecting so much of the reve-
nues a8 are paid without seizare, while his
distributive ghares or fees as an informer in
the seizure cases amonnttoover $30,000 a year.
His perquisites in these plunder cases arelive
times his salary, and considerably more than
the salary of the President of the United States.
But what he receives from these cases is but
a emall ghare of the whole plander divided.
The Naval Officer comes in for an annual in-
come of forty thoussnd dollars from the same
source. The Barveyer of the Port and the
hundreds of subordinate inspectors and other
officers by whom these geizures are worked
np all have their shares. As these officers
make five times a8 much out of violations of
the law as they do ont of its obedienoce, five
times a8 much of thelr attention is given to
seeing the law violated s to seeing it obeyed.
llere opens another system of corruption.
Importers, knowing that customs officers oan
by a selzure put them to about as much loss
in an upjust oase as in & jost one, prefer to
retain and pay certain oflicers of the Custom
Houge, and so avoid all seizures, whether
guilty or iunocent.

The discovery, the other day, that ocertain
firms had imported over half a million dollars’
worth of silks, under pretense that they were
window shades, shows one of the modes of
swindling rendered poasible by corruption in
the Costom House. Of course, only a few of
the pacvkages of goods imported can be aotually
opened and examined. IL s supposed, how-
ever, that if oat of twenty packages the ap-
praiser examines two at random, he may saluly
pass the others. But if the importer cav, by
a oard or & wink, designate to the appralssr’s
clerk which packages he slall examine, the
two examined will be window shades, while
the others will Ls silks.

Twenty columns of this paper would not
guffice to deta!! minutely the varions modes
which sorruptien in the Custom Hounse snd
Internal Revenune Department assunmes. The
loftiest fiction ever put forth by the pen of
genius was the recent statement of Mr. Sar-
Pm. Commissionér of Customs, that the gol-

eotion of the duties was vever more hooestly
done than uow, It was never more eorrupi.

In both departments the Government is losing |

fifty millions & year, aud the people twice that
sum, by these corruptions,

Wiul will Genaral Geant do to oheck them ?
We belleve he will drive the thieves out of
the revenne servioe, aa he drove the cotton-
traders and soldier-swindlers out of Lls camps
before Vlokuburf, #s Christ drove out the
wmoney-chavgers from the Temple. If mem-
bers of Grant's own family conld nol trads in
cotton within his lines, we have fall faith that
no leeches will suck &t the puablic revenues
poder Lis adminfatration.

First, we had the strongest man in the
couptry to contend againpst in Grant, and

& Know Nothing. Bat as Blair had been a
Know Nothing and a Republican, the opposi-
tion had us even in that. Grant was strong.
He had sucoeeded in leading an army to vio-
tory. To be sure, his victory was at a most
frightfal cost, but the people of America have
not yet learned the true difference between a
Jenius and a8 blh'f.‘hn', who had but to lesd up
men and see them shot down till the enemy
gave up from exhsustion.

Besides this, Grant had been endorsed and
named for the office by many Demoorats, in-
cluding the chairman of the Democratic Na-
tional Committee and his private month-
piece.

'The Republicans had more
papers, more political pulpit orators, more
persistent, ontrageous liars than we had, and
the wajority of witnesses, awearing aven to a
known falgehood, generally win., The result
would have been different had the convention
been held in the Waest, out of the reach of
bovdholders’ money—if there had been less
talk and more work—if the entire Democratio
sarty had not been givem over to the bond-
Loldem, and to men who originally wanted
Grant, and who intend to go to him yet.

If the delegates had soted solely for the
p«ﬂpla. for the BStates, for the Coustitution;
if they had not, to so great an extent, been
willing to sell out to the very interests they
were sent to fight; il brave, bold, determined,
earnest Democrats, who from the first had
beenu in favor of equal taxation and equality
of Etates; if the management of the grand
plan of the campaign had not been given so
much to thoge who 8o often had sold and be-
trayed the Demooracy; if the fight had been
from flank to flank, from right to left, by bri-
gades, battalions, and companies—one steady,
continnous, aggressive attacking of a cunning,
ungorupnlous, and vulnerable opposition—we
should have won the day.

Now, there is
vertainly & prejudice in the public ml'nd,whiuh
Mr. Fisgk, Jr., would be wiser torespect than
to contemn, in favor of & grest patron and
winister of art being able to writs grammati-
cally anpd to express himselfl nz well ng to ds-
port himeelf genorally like s geotleman,
rither than & Loor. Mr. I'i:k's vard {ndioates
no sort of respect for this prejudice, but rather
defles and affronta it. [t will, we fear, oreaw
the impreseion that Mr., Fisk should emplo
a private tutor, or in gome other way oaltl-
vate a lttle familiavity with the Eoglish gram-
mar gnd diotionary, aud the rndiments, at
least, of writing, before presenting himsalf to
the world as a distinguished patron of the arts.

FPiscienltural Protection.
From the N. ¥, World,

The Fish Commissioners from Maine, Naw
Hawpshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Conneo-
ticut, New York, and Pennsylvania, together
with sundry professional and private flsh-
breeders and amateurs, met in convention at
the Fifth Avenue Hotel on last Tnesday even-
ing. It may be premised that these delegates
generally are gentlemen of oulture beyond
pleciculture, and that they thoroughly under-
stand what they are talking about in this con-
vention. The general object, too, which they
have in view is an interesting one to read and
talk about. There is something fairly fascl-
nating in the unlimited piscatorial produotion
which the fish-farmers’ programme promises
—the sotual performance in onr own day of
the miracle of the five loaves and the few
small fishes a thousand-fold in sthonsand
places. We are even told that shad, instead
of being scarce, shall be so plentifal that they
can be epreui a8 manura on farms, The
people are to be fed to the full with fish, The
musical horn which is now blown in certain
wards on Friday only shall make the whole
metropolis meledious every morning in the
week, and fish will be #o plentiful and so
cheap as to be fairly forced upon every table
at every meal.

Now, this piscatorial promise, whioh wonid
vitally concern a community of cats, sesms of
very little account to the general public. It
mainly interests Mr. Seth Green and other
saccessful piscicnlturists, who have made the
matier of artifivinl fish-breeding a study and
deeided profit, aud who should not ask State
legisiaturea to pass laws to protect and appro-
priate moneys to encouraye what is a purely
private enterprise. But we are told that
salmon aud trout are nearly out of market,
and are held so highly as to ba beyond ths
redch of all but the rich, avd that shad, which
were once gold for twenty - five cents the fish,
pow comwmaud one dollar., Well, what theu ?
Flour, which was sold not long ago for six
dollars the barrel, brings sixteen dollars now,
and poullry is sold for nearly a3 muoh per
pound as chickens used to bring per pair.
Shall we, therefore, huve “protection’” for the
poultry-prodnvers and grain-raisers of the
vountry ! If Mr. Seth Green or any other man
can produce salmon, ghad, and trout by
the millions, it 1is olearly for his
profit to do so, and that withont ths
aid of the Government or the State. This
‘‘protection’’ business, after being fairly ran
into the ground, 15 vow extending to the
water. Dy-and-by the clams of Cohassst
will ory out for protection; the porgies of
Massachusetts Bay will set forth that,
whereas they are ignominiously carted afield
to fructify the bean crop, the porgy of San
Francieco i3 esteemed 8o great a lagury as to
bring twenty-five cents per ponnd, and pro-
tection will be demanded to bring the Eastern
fish up to the =an Franciscan price and
standard; the Oregon and Californian salmon
will protest against their own cheapness as
compared with the dearness of the Maipe pro-
duet, and call for protection. Clearly, if the
ish Commissioners can do what they say
they can do—if they can fill our heuses as
well as our rivera with fish—they should
get about it. But they confess that they can-
not do it withount legislative protection and
pecuniary encouragement, and the extracts
which we printed on Tuesday show that with
these things fish-farminog is, a8 yet, & failure;
the people will not obey the fish laws; the dor-
porations refuse to ont holes in their dams;
the spawn put into the Connecticut river by
State appropriations came to several thonsand
dollarg, and came literally to nothing elss.
Ou the other hand, the reports of individual
enterprises in piscicnlture are highly favora-
ble; the fish farmers raise spawn and small
fry, and sell the same to ‘‘the amateurs and
others interesied in piscicalture” at a very
great profit, and they do not nesd our advice
to keep on doing 8o for an indefinite period.
But this business of asking *“‘protection’” by
means of laws and public money in the way of
“‘appropriations,”’ to carry on the fish busi-
vess, is wholly impolitic and certainly im-
Ercper_. and if it is enconraged we shall next

ave the chicken-raisers of New Jersey and
the bean-bakers of Massachusetts calling con-
ventions to demand protection.
